I would advise raising more road money 
and less to defray town charges, as it is called, if need 
be. As I understand it, after the money raised for the 
road has been expended, the agent has no right to ex- 
pend money without the orders of the selectmen, and 
his hands are tied until he can get atthe selectmen, 
which is often hard to do, thus being blamed by the 
people for not doing things which ought to be done, 
when his hands are literally tied.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In bringing again our annaul report for the year 
1915-1916, we wish to thank the people for the many 
courtesies shown us and for the interest shown in the 
schools. 

The average attendance for the year is above that 
of last year. We are pleased to think that this indi- 
cates an increased interest on the part of the parents 
and a greater confidence in the value of the schools. 
We strongly urge parents to make more frequent visits 
to the schools, that they may judge at first hand the 
work that is being done and at the same time show 
both scholars and teachers their interest. This will 
also encourage the teachers. 

We began the year with three new teachers at the 
North Woodstock schools, and two at the Center. We 
were able to retain Mr. Moore and Miss Thompson at 
the North, and Miss Smith at the Tannery. 

We would further call the attention of those who 
have scholars in the school to the importance of having 
the scholars at school at every session and on time. 
Every case of tardiness and absence is a loss to the 
pupil and also lowers our rating with the state, thus 
reducing the amount of state aid and our chances of 
reaching the standard required for state approval.
